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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary reason 
for allowance is that the prior art of record does not disclose or suggest a hydrogenation process 
in which the separated gas stream is cooled to the claimed temperatures and then contacted with 
a lean liquid solvent stream comprising C 4 to C 5 hydrocarbon components wherein the lean 
liquid solvent stream comprises C 4 to C 5 hydrocarbon components present in the separated 
effluent gas stream and is produced by flashing the rich liquid solvent stream.
